Sen. Warren Limmer’s human blockade 
of gun control in Minnesota 


S omeday, when historians inevitably 
look back through Twitter to figure 
out what in God’s name happened 
during the 20-teens, Minnesota 
state Sen. Warren Limmer’s mentions are 
going to tell an interesting story. 

The most recent tweets about Limmer 
(R-Maple Grove) are about gun control. 
There are news updates saying Limmer 
will maybe-hopefully-I-don’t-knowhold an 
“informational hearing” on gun bills, such 
as universal background checks. 

Further back: a photo of a bunch of Min¬ 
nesota high-schoolers standing in Limmer’s 
office, demanding gun legislation. 

The one staring him down with his arms 
crossed is Joshua Groven, a senior at the 
School of Environmental Studies in Eagan, 
who led a sit-in in Limmer’s office and later 
interrupted a Senate hearing after the stu¬ 
dents were politely turned away with assur¬ 
ances that gun control just didn’t have the 
votes. They were gaveled and escorted out. 


Here’s why Limmer matters to a group 
of students who would probably rather not 
have spent the day with him. Limmer is 
the chair of the Senate Judiciary’s public 
safety committee. When it comes to public 
safety—and in this case, gun control—what 
goes before the Senate and when and how 
is his call. That’s why Groven and company 
picked him. They needed to get his attention. 

But few have been able to get Limmer’s 
attention on gun control these days. Not 
even his fellow legislators. 

They’ve proposed a slew of gun bills 
on everything from universal background 
checks to bans on bump stocks and military- 
grade weapons. They’ve proposed raising 
the purchase age of certain weapons to 21 
and allowing families or police to petition 
a court to temporarily take away guns from 
people considered dangerous. 

But thus far, Limmer has refused to allow 
hearings on any gun control matter, defying 
clear public sentiment. He’s not just block¬ 


ing legislation. He’s refusing to even allow 
the issue to be discussed. (Limmer did not 
respond to interview requests.) 

Ninety-seven percent of Americans now 
support universal background checks on 
all gun purchases, making it perhaps the 
only issue the country uniformly agrees on. 
Moreover, 67 percent of Americans now 
support a nationwide assault weapons ban. 

Those lopsided numbers have also been 
playing out right before Limmer’s eyes on 
the steps ofthe Capitol in St. Paul. On March 
24,18,000 protesters at the March for Our 
Lives rally demanded legislators do some¬ 
thing about gun violence. By contrast, only 
1,000 people attended a pro-gun rally last 
weekend. 

This isn’t the first time Limmer has been 
on the wrong side of history. In 2011, he 
sponsored an amendment that would have 
defined marriage as only between a man 
and a woman. In 2012, voters rejected Lim¬ 
mer’s amendment. By the following year, 
same sex marriage was legal in Minnesota. 

Limmer’s Twitter mentions ultimately 
read like one man clinging to his favorite 
spot on the beach while wave after wave 
threatens to pummel him away. There’s litde 
to see in that gap between holding out on 
gun control and holding out on same-sex 
marriage five years earlier. 
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There are some political movements that 
seem impossible until they hit a certain 
cultural tipping point. Then they become 
unstoppable. The people who stand rooted 
to their old ideas and old opinions—the 
ones who still say “no” even as more and 
more scream “yes”—suddenly stick out like 
sore, obstructionist thumbs. 

On the cusp of same sex marriage becom¬ 
ing the law of the land, that was Limmer. 

Now, with gun control, it’s still Limmer.

The Hole Truth 

KSTP’s prison violence story was scary—and sloppy 


W illiam St. John, a career 
criminal who robbed and 
stole to feed a drug addic¬ 
tion, hated the “supermax” 
prison in Oak Park Heights so badly he 
once plotted to eat razors so an accomplice 
outside could help him escape during the 
ambulance ride. Prison guards got wise to 
St. John’s ruse in time to thwart it. 

A couple years later, St. John was still 
making plans. He told staff he wanted to 
stay in the mental health unit. If they sent 
him back to solitary, locked alone in a small 
cell for 23 hours a day, he’d kill himself, 
he told his keepers. 

St. John was moved to solitary the next 
day. Before nightfall they found his body 
in the showers. 

The Minnesota Department of Correc¬ 
tions disciplined 19 corrections officers 
who falsified records to say they’d been 
“making the rounds” in the days before his 
suicide, as explored in a 2016 story by KSTP. 

The TV station ran another story on 
Oak Park Heights earlier this month, 
only this time the prisoners played the 
bad guys. It’s “been pretty tough” at the 
prison lately, reporter Jay Rolls told the 
camera, with “10 assaults” committed on 
staffers responsible for more than 400 of 
the state’s “worst” prisoners. 

Rolls’ source, a single anonymous guard, 
blamed the assaults on a cut in the maxi¬ 
mum punishment of solitary confinement- 
called “the hole”—from two years to 90 days. 
Guards had been “forecasting” violence, 
the source said, and “it’s happening now.” 

Is it? Those “10 assaults” Rolls mentioned 
stemmed from just two incidents. In one, a 
group of inmates jumped five corrections 
officers. In another, a single inmate clashed 


with five more. Upsetting scenes, though 
hardly proof of a system-wide epidemic. 
There’s even less evidence to support a con¬ 
nection to the use of solitary confinement. 

The state Department of Corrections 
cut the maximum solitary punishment 
in late 2016, shortly before the Star Tri¬ 
bune published a damning report on its 
use. In the previous decade, some 17,500 
Minnesota prisoners spent time in the 
hole, almost2,500 of whom had diagnosed 
mental health issues. 

One schizophrenic told the paper he’d 
never heard voices in his head until long 
stretches in isolation. All told, he did more 
than nine years in solitary, a practice that 
a United Nations report has labeled an 
act of “torture.” 

The stories shocked Rep. Nick Zerwas 
(R-Elk River), as did the fact that solitary 
confinement wasn’t even addressed in state 
law. Zerwas doesn’t dispute the depart¬ 
ment’s right to use it—especially for inmates 
who assault guards or each other—but 
thinks they should at least own it. 

A bill he authored would require a 
prison warden to sign off on a sentence 
longer than 30 days, while the corrections 
commissioner would have to approve any 
longer than 60 days. 

The issue has no value politically—why 
fight for the rights of people who can’t 
vote?—yet Zerwas convinced colleagues 
it was “a human issue, and a moral issue.” 
His bill passed in the House, but can’t even 
get a hearing in the Senate, where Sen. 
Warren Limmer (R-Maple Grove) chairs 
the public safety committee. Limmer has 
conceded the use of solitary does “seem a 
bit draconian,” and he would know: He’s 
a former corrections officer. 


Zerwas is hopeful he can fight for at 
least a yearly public account of how often 
Minnesota prisons impose solitary and 
why. “We’re treating people, some with 
severe mental health problems, like ani¬ 
mals,” he says. Worse, actually. Dogs at 
the Humane Society get let outside every 
couple hours. 

RSTP’s sloppy but scary report does 
reform efforts no favors. “There’s no 
research showing that reducing solitary 
confinement causes more assaults,” says 
Sue Abderholden, director of the state 
chapter of the National Association for 
Mental Illness. (RSTP says only: <f We stand 
behind our story and have no comment.”) 

In recent years, Maine, North Dakota, 
and Texas—not bleeding-heart strong¬ 
holds—have drastically reduced their 
use of solitary confinement. Opponents 
predicted an inevitably gory aftermath. 
It never came. 

In Colorado, where new rules limit 
solitary sentences to 15 days, corrections 
commissioner Rick Raemisch says flatly: 
“The less you use it, the safer your facilities 
are, and the safer your facilities are, the 
safer your communities are.” That last part 
is no idle chatter: Raemisch’s predecessor 
was assassinated by an inmate who spent 
much of his sentence in the hole. 

Safety was why Minnesota constructed 
the Oak Park Heights prison, the state’s 
only supermax site, in 1982. Two decades 
later, a study found its creation had no 
measurable effect on prisoners’ assaults 
on guards, or each other. 

Solitary punishment in our prisons 
peaked in the years 2010-2013, with more 
than 8,000 sentences imposed in 2011 
alone. Those years also happened to be

dangerous ones for prison employees. A 
combined 48 staffers were injured in pris¬ 
oner assaults from 2010-12. The next three 
years, as the number of solitary sentences 
declined, “assaults of staff causing harm” 
fell by more than half. 

Eventually, 97 percent of all inmates 
get released. More than a third of Min¬ 
nesota inmates let out in 2014 had spent 
at least some time in solitary. Once on the 
outside, they had “higher rates of super¬ 
vision [violations], new arrests, and new 
convictions.” 

Frequent use isn’t making anyone safer, 
inside prison or out. But it’s easy: a steel 
door solution to problems we refuse to 
solve. Those problems have a name, a will, 
and in many cases, a mental health issue 
that’s only getting worse with each with¬ 
ering moment in that little room. 

Solitary was a go-to move for Soviets in 
the Gulag. Iran’s tyrannical theocracy uses 
it on political enemies. The goal isn’t to 
rehabilitate prisoners, but to break them. 
Those resisting reform, and their enablers 
at RSTP, should spend some time alone 
in a quiet room thinking about that. 03

I f you’d like to confuse a server 
right quick, a delightful way to 
go about it involves sitting down 
and busting out a scientific scale 
and a sheet of plasticized graph 
paper with tick-marks down to 
the millimeter at your table. 
Then, when you’ve eaten, refuse to let 
them remove your basket of seemingly 
cashed chicken wing bones. 

“Oh, we’re not done with those yet,” 
my dining companion demurs, ever so 
politely. 

JD HOVLAND AND I meet in mid-March, 
in the waning days of his self-appointed 
“Wings of Winter” project. Simply put, 
this was an exercise mostly consisting of 
eating wings at a different Twin Cities 
establishment every day until we were 
buoyed into the fresh spring air. A com¬ 
puter software engineer by day, Hovland 
has suggested a rendezvous at the Low- 
ertown Bulldog for a couple baskets of 
their dry rub. The timing was fortuitous; 
it was just two days after they’d taken 
top honors at Treasure Island Casino’s 
Wings and Brew competition. News of 
these accolades surprises him: “I did not 
know that,” he chuckles coolly. 

Across the table from me, Hovland 
maintains a reserved demeanor befitting 
his day job. He comes across as extraor¬ 
dinarily cultured. He recently traveled to 
Japan—ostensibly for a work conference, 
but just as much to sample a dish he’d 
read about in Mouthfeel: How Texture 
Makes Taste. He also seems to have a 
system for everything. 

Wings of Winter entered my world 
when Hovland ambled into my former 
workplace, where he’s a regular. While 
I ran around like a frazzled hen, he’d 
take a seat, book or Kindle in hand, 
and eventually the staff would pry out 
of him what he’d been up to. One day, 
he mentioned a nerdy project involving 
chicken wings... then showed me graphs 
and spreadsheets with just a fraction 
of the data on chickens he’d collected, 
stored in his phone. 

My curiosity was piqued. 

“I really like wings, but I’d never order 
them, because it’s like, an appetizer or 
something,” Hovland confesses. “I was 
like, T wonder what other wings I haven’t 
had that are really good, that don’t get 
any credit because not many people know 
the place has wings, or the people that 
go there aren’t the type to vote on polls 
online, or nominate things.’” 

A true Northerner, Hovland was also 
bracing for winter’s shack-wackies. “The 
primary impetus was to avoid cabin fever. 
It’s like, I know how to cook baked goods 
and stuff... I’m not an outdoor person in

the winter, but I don’t like being stuck at 
home, either.” 

Thus, Wings of Winter became an 
exploration into all things wing, under 
the banner of a punny hat-tip to George 
R.R. Martin’s Winds of Winter, that never- 
arriving sixth book in his Song of Ice and 
Fire series. Admittedly, Hovland modeled 
the rigorous, data-driven nature of his 
project after Christopher St. Cavish’s 
Shanghai Soup Dumpling Index, but the 
subject matter ensures that’s where the 
similarities end. 

A simplified version of Wings of 
Winter's rules are as follows: 


1. Eat wings every day, from 
December 1 to March 19. 

2. Bone-in, or traditional Hmong/ 
Thai/Japanese preparation only. 

3. No repeats. 

4. Eat the namesake sauce or rub, 
unless it’s so hot it’s trying to 
kill him. 

5. Homemade wings must be 
cooked at least once each 
month. 

6. It must be documented. 

Beyond the sheer scope of this endeavor, 
Rule Number Six is where things get 
interesting. “Document” here means 
“photograph.” Yet our Colonel Sandor 
Clegane arrives with a show-stopping 
bag of tricks at first easily mistaken for 
a lunchbox. 

Inside: 


(1) digital scale 

(set to measure in grams) 

(2) plastic takeout container 
bottoms 

(1) matching lid 
(1) broken ruler 


Weighing the wings at Young Joni 


(1) Ziplock bag containing: 

- (1) Tyrion Pop! Figure 

- (1) handheld 
battery-operated light 

- (7?) backup wet naps 

(1) notebook, with pens for analog 
record-keeping, lest his 
iPhone fail 

(1) sheet of graph paper in a 

plastic sleeve (markings down 
to the millimeter) 

Keeping an empiricist’s sensibility at 
hand—obey the rules, adhere to a struc¬ 
ture, and keep an open mind as you see 
what comes out in the wash—we dove 
into our wings as they arrived. 

Sort of. 

First, Hovland photographs his wings, 
as plated, at several angles, including an 
image with Tyrion lurking in the back¬ 
ground. 

“Why Tyrion and not the Hound?” 

‘Well, the Hound Pop! is $200 on eBay, 
and I thought $12 for Tyrion was a much 
better deal.” 

Even this meticulous exploration of fri¬ 
volities appears to have its limits—$200 
on eBay is too much for Wings of Winter. 
(Not that he didn’t think about it: “The 
Hound would’ve made more sense with 
[his infamous line] Tm going to have to eat 
every fucking chicken in this room,”’ he 
continues, “But Tyrion’s the advisor. And I 
like my libations, he likes his libations....”) 

Next comes recording the number of 
wings in an order, noting “part parity” 
in terms of drums versus flats: “I keep 
track of what the part ratio is because... 
some people like drums, some people 
like flats, some people like both.” 

Afterward, the wings are dumped into 
one of those takeout containers on the

(tared) scale, to determine pre-tasting 
wing weight. “I take the initial weight, 
then I take the bone weight, and then I 
figure out the eaten weight and I enter 
it into the spreadsheet,” says Hovland, 
making what he’s doing seem as natural 
as the sun rising. 

In other words, by subtracting one mea¬ 
surement from the other, we’re shown how 
much of what we want—edible meat—we 
actually get. Our mortal hands are not to 
be trusted, and any bullshit faux-heft in 
the guise of bone and cartilage shall be 
cleaved away... by data. 

Broadly considered, Wings of Winter 
is a compendium of one man’s very spe¬ 
cific curiosity, except he’s collating it for 
you. For us. Thanks to Wings of Winter, 
depending on what we—not Hovland— 
value in a wing, we can find out who 
will best feed us, who’s ripping us off, 
or, conversely, who’s patiently waited to 
give us their glory, if only we’d show up 
and ask nicely. 

Finally, we eat the Bulldog’s award¬ 
winning wings. It will easily go down 
in history as the most considered con¬ 
sumption of chicken I’ll experience in 
my lifetime. 


“First thing I look at when 
I’m eating a wing is this triangle 
of skin that’s on each part. You 
see that?” Hovland pokes at a 
little nubbin with his finger. “I 
see if that is crispy or crunchy. 
These are good ones. Crispy. 
Then, with the drum, you take 
a bite, check the moisture.” 
He’s pleased: “Good amount 
of moisture, so they haven’t 
been sitting at temp for a long 
time, so the moisture hasn’t 
migrated back into the meat, 
or into skin.” 

We met on the 101st con¬ 
secutive day of Hovland’s wing 
marathon. He’d had some prac¬ 
tice by this point. 

A horrifying thought erupts 
from my brain, and immedi¬ 
ately thereafter, my mouth. “Oh 
my god. How many chickens 
do you think you, personally, 
have killed doing this?” 

He pauses to consider. 
“Probably close to 250? Or at 
least maimed.” 

“They’re just flightless birds 
now.” 

“Well, they were flightless 
to begin with.” 

With a quick scroll through 
the data he’s amassed these past 
months, he comes up with a 
definitive figure: “The numbers 
so far are: 859.5 parts, so: 215.” 

“Two hundred fifteen chickens?” 

“Yeah.” 

We both barely muster a shrug and go 
back to eating. These are, after all, very 
good wings. 

THE LONGER ONE DINES with Hov¬ 
land, the more one gets the sense that he 
experiences food and its creation through 
a prismatic lens of art, thermodynamics, 
history, and community. My mind wan¬ 
ders. “Maybe he has synesthesia, but of 
the mouth?” I think to myself, shoving a 
whole “flat” 90 percent of the way into 
my facehole. 

When I come back to reality, we’re 
chatting about the history of Buffalo 
wings: the Southern presence of vin¬ 
egar in most Buffalo sauces around here 
(“The ones in Buffalo, the vinegar wasn’t 
overpowering”), the role of exotic danc¬ 
ers in lemon-pepper’s dissemination in 
Atlanta’s wing culture (to which he’s 
considering paying homage by visiting 
Minneapolis’ King of Diamonds), and, 
to my shock, just how young this iconic 
food really is. 

Buffalo wings are akin to America’s 
Stonehenge; no one thinks about a time 
before their existence. But the first ones 
were fried up in just 1964 by Teressa Bel- 
lissimo of the Anchor Bar in Buffalo, New 
York—before this point, they were mostly

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considered scraps. (Hovland hit the spot 
on New Years’ Eve.) Unconfirmable fam¬ 
ily legends suggest there was either a 
delivery error from the butcher, or that 
Bellissimo’s drunken son came home one 
night begging for a snack, and the iconic 
dish was born. 

Long story short: We know who to 
thank for Hooters. 

But Hovland doesn’t sound convinced: 
'You know how fried chicken—a Southern 
thing, poor black food—was then 'dis-

covered’ by whites and then became a 
popular item? Is it possible that it became 
popular except for the wing, that it was 
traditionally made wingless? And in Buf¬ 
falo, the story is, they’re too pretty for the 
stockpot, so we decided to fry them up. So 
is it mutual discovery? Is that the actual 
origin, or is it that with our food ways, we 
didn’t keep track of where things came 
from if it wasn’t from white people? It’s 
something I’m curious about. I’ve tried 
to do some research but I haven’t found 
anything yet. After I start analyzing the 
[Wings of Winter] data, I might do more.” 

There is zero doubt in my mind that 
Hovland will dig until he finds some¬ 
thing on the honest origins of chicken 
wings. It’s merely another aspect of his 
thoroughness and intentionality. 

Until then, data is what we have. Data 
fills spreadsheets. Spreadsheets become 
graphs. And people love graphs. They 
think they learn from them. 

"Right now I just have the numbers,” 
Hovland says. "It’s just Instagram posts, 
pictures, some of the data points. I have 
all of the data points in the Google spread¬ 
sheet publicly available. The spreadsheet 
doesn’t support the way I want to graph 
[bone] lengths right now, so I have to 
learn a software language to do that. But 
I’m going to do it. So I can, like, graph 
the length range per location.” 

"Wait. You’re going to learn a soft¬ 
ware language to accommodate Wings 
of Winter?” 

'Yeah. It’s something I want to do,” he 
says, 100 percent nonchalant. 

Somehow, Hovland’s spirit is always there, 
woven into Wings of Winter itself. Actually, 
that maybe this open-sourced gift’s greatest 
accomplishment. It feels hugely human. 

In spite of all its decimal points. And 
the mountains of dead birds. 


JDH: Besides more measurements, I 
think I’d try to get the people that made 
specific recommendations to accompany 
me to their recommended spot. I would 
have reveled in asking them why they 
enjoy their choice and trying to experi¬ 
ence it through their lens. 

CP: Did this exploration provoke any 
big " eureka” moments (either scientific 
or personal) along the way? Big life real¬ 
izations, facilitated by chicken wings? 

JDH: Nothing profoundly changing, 
but with as much humility as possible, 
it reminded me that I’m a really good 
cook. Before this I’d never cooked wings 
in any style, now I’ve followed recipes 
to make sticky wings and baked Buffalo 
wings, created my own dry rub, winged 
yakitori (pardon the pun), and took a 
wing style from one culture and applied 
the same principles to another with 
great success, in my humble opinion. 

CP: You’d mentioned looking forward 
to not knowing the answer to u What are 
you having for dinner?” So what was the 
first non-wing day spent eating? 

JDH: For lunch I had Skyway Wok: 
spicy beef noodles, cashew chicken, 
and an egg roll. That evening I was vol¬ 
unteering with Surly Gives a Damn in 
Golden Valley at the Food Group, and 
we met at Pub 42 afterwards for a beer. 
I’d had the wings there before, and they 
were good, but I opted for the smoked 
chicken quesadilla. 

CP: What’s next , project-wise? 

JDH: Over the summer I’m going to 
do Salads of Summer, but no rules, no 
measurements—just taking pictures, 
figuring out what their color palette 
is, enjoying it. 

CP: You don’t happen to have synes¬ 
thesia , do you? 

JDH: I wish.

WAYZATA’S NINETWENTYFIVE 
TOWARD THE LAKE 

W hen Hoboken-raised chef Lenny 
Russo told his friends back East 
that he was taking the helm of a 
Wayzata restaurant on Lake Minnetonka, 
nobody asked, “Where?” 

“This might sound grandiose,” Russo 
says, “But Italy has Lake Como. And we 
have Lake Minnetonka.” 

The comparison might not be so far¬ 
fetched. Just as aristocrats have flocked to 
the bucolic shores of Italy’s third-largest 
lake since the Roman Empire, so have 
relaxation-seeking daytrippers decamped 
to Minnesota’s ninth-largest and - deep¬ 
est lake since Minnetonka’s first tourism 
boom of the 1880s. 

Last month, Russo took the reins as food 
and beverage director at ninetwentyfive, 
a farm-to-table restaurant at Hotel Land¬ 
ing, the first hotel to open in Wayzata 
in a century. With executive chef and 
Spoon and Stable alum Daniel Cataldo 
running the kitchen, Russo’s focusing on 
revamping what was a huge menu into 
an experience that embraces the lake. 

A James Beard Award-nominated 
chef perhaps best known for his years 
as chef-owner of St. Paul’s Heartland 
Restaurant (RIP), Russo maybe the first 
person to compare one of Minneapolis’ 
tony Western suburbs to one of Italy’s 
fabled resorts. Yet a sneak peek at his 
ambitious new menu and redesign, which 
aims to embrace the historic lake resort 
location, suggests he might not be the 
last. (And, harkening to Russo’s Italian 
roots, the signature vegetarian dish will 
be a sheep-milk ricotta agnolotti.) 

Since his early days at two iconic Min¬ 
neapolis restaurants, the Loring and 


the New French Cafe, Russo has been 
inspired by, and committed to, sourcing 
ingredients from local farmers and pur¬ 
veyors—working relationships cultivated, 
in some cases, over several decades. At 
ninetwentyfive, he’ll take that sustain¬ 
able, regionally sourced ethos up a notch. 
Have you ever tasted fennel-cured Lake 
Superior whitefish, served in typical 
Danish style, with brown bread salad? 
(We’re talking not just “house-made,” 
but homemade: Cataldo’s a crackerjack 
baker, Russo brags, who creates the loaves 
from his scratch sourdough starter.) Or 
what about bison tartare with rose hips, 
sumac, prickly ash, and quail egg? 

The dishes represent what Russo calls 
“hyperlocal food,” his current culinary 

passion.

not cultivated,” he explains. That means 
lobster bisque is out, and freshwater fish 
chowder is in. The story of the menu, 
Russo says, is ultimately “a story about 
the lake.” 

As they roll out these new dishes, Russo 
and Cataldo are revising the restaurant’s 
once massive menu, and refining the 
wine list to make it more food-focused. 
Expect the restaurant to go dark for nine 
days beginning April 30, when staff will 
hunker down to retrain, refresh, and 
ultimately relaunch on May 10. (Yes, 
that means fancy new resort-inspired 
uniforms, too.) 

“People who come here want to experi¬ 
ence the lake, want to experience Min¬ 
nesota,” Russo muses. “We’re sitting on 
top of some of the best ingredients in 
the world. We don’t need to reach very

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WADE’S WORLD 

Steven Spielberg’s Ready Player One brings the OASIS to life

R eady Player One is somewhat of an 
oddity: It’s a movie you can go into 
with zero background knowledge 
and yet still get every reference. 
That’s because Steven Spielberg’s adapta¬ 
tion—like the 2011 Ernest Cline bestseller 
on which it’s based—is loaded with pop- 
culture nods, in-jokes, and Easter eggs 
that make it feel more like a nostalgic art 
gallery than its own story Somehow that’s 
not a bad thing. 

Set 20-some years in the future, Ready 
Player One offers a vision of the United 
States that’s at once disturbing and tech¬ 
nologically fascinating. Overpopulation, 
among other socio-economic problems, has 
forced Americans into dense and derelict 
living conditions. As escapism, people log 
onto the OASIS, an expansive virtual reality 
created by a man named James Halliday 
(Mark Rylance). 

When Halliday died five years prior, an 
announcement went out that he’d hidden 
three keys somewhere inside his digital 
universe. Whoever finds the keys first will 
win Halliday’s gigantic fortune and gain 
control of the OASIS. 


Enter Wade Watts (lye Sheridan), ayoung 
gunter (egg hunter) with an encyclopedic 
knowledge of Halliday. When Wade—as 
his online alter ego, Parzival—finds the 
first key, he draws the eye of Innovative 
Online Industries and its corporate baddy 
Nolan Sorrento (Ben Mendelsohn). Sor¬ 
rento wants to win Halliday’s game so he 
can sell ad space and monetize the OASIS. 
When Wade refuses to join up, he finds his 
life changed forever. 

Fans of the book be warned: While the 
overarching structure and characters are 
there, the movie version of Ready Player 
One diverges quite a bit from the book. 
This may irk the diehards, but casual read¬ 
ers and total strangers will likely find the 
condensed and tweaked storyline to be 
more conducive to a silver screen telling. 
And Cline co-wrote the script, so purists 
can take solace in his involvement being 
at least some mark of authenticity. 

From there, Spielberg and company 
have a lot of fun. This is a popcorn flick 
in its truest form: a simple hero’s journey 
with tons of visual appeal and an inven¬ 
tive foundation. What’s great about the 
world Cline has created is that for most, 
it’s readily accessible (though some have

argued the exact opposite about the book). 
You don’t need any fantastic backstory or 
otherworldly exposition, because this is a 
logical extension of our reality, our culture. 
Having some basic knowledge of online 
gaming will help, but given the wealth of 
references, there’s somethingfor everybody. 
A scene centered on Kubrick’s The Shining 
stands out as the best part of the movie. 

If there’s a knock against Ready Player 
One, it’s that there’s not a lot of narrative 
depth here. However, it’s fun enough 
that it doesn’t really matter. There are 
some statements it tries to make about 
corporate America and the role of pop 
culture, but for the most part Spielberg 
is just aiming for a good time. And the 
OASIS provides enough novelty to keep 
us in that mindset. 

So while Ready Player One is fairly shal¬ 
low (and at least 20 minutes too long), it’s 
not the monotonous slog that other action- 
adventure blockbusters tend to be. And with 
its never-ending world of possibility, this 
looks to be only the beginning. 03

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WOLVES IN THE JUNGLE 

A teen soccer team scores enough goals for a win

he Jungle Theater’s new pro¬ 
duction, The Wolves, is named 
for a fictional girls’ soccer team. 
Eavesdropping on their warm¬ 
ups for 90 minutes, you learn a lot about 
their lives, but what first strikes you is also 
what will stick with you long after the 
plot details have faded away: the show’s 
finely measured tone, situating the tragi¬ 
comic tumult of adolescence on a swath 
of artificial turf. 

Sarah DeLappe’s 2016 script is one of the 
hottest new plays in the country, and prior 
to Friday’s performance, director Sarah 
Rasmussen took the stage to explain how 
she lobbied for the Jungle to be one of the 
first regional houses to produce The Wolves. 
When you see the show, you’ll understand 
what all the buzz is about. 

The Wolves are an indoor soccer team 
playing through the winter somewhere 
in “middle America” (at least, that’s what 
the girls think their region is called). We 
see the players before games, and for most 
of the show we know them only by their 
uniform numbers. Their unseen coach is a 
sketchy inebriate, so leadership falls on the 
shoulders of the team captain, #25 (Shelby 
Rose Richardson). 

The opening scene establishes the 
wide-ranging nature of the girls’ concerns. 
While they sit in a circle, repeating ritual¬ 
istic stretches, their discussion veers from 
genocide to pregnancy to school gossip. 
DeLappe’s most subtle achievement here 
is to consistently get laughs, often hinging 
on the youths’ naivete, without mocking her

subjects. The humor comes from recogni¬ 
tion: It builds, rather than burns, empathy. 

Another bit of genius was realizingwhat a 
ripe dramatic setting a soccer field could be. 
In every scene, the tension of the upcoming 
game interacts with the joys and stresses of 
the girls’ off-field lives. The Jungle’s com¬ 
pact stage isn’t an obvious choice for a play 
involving actual running and kicking, but 
Rasmussen and her cast infuse this dynamic 
production with real athleticism. The girls 
are played by a superb cast of young adult 
actors, although it will be fascinating to see 
how The Wolves plays when it ultimately 
makes its way to youth companies. Becca 
Hart brings gravity and petulance to the role 
of #7, a mercurial talent who’s making some 
questionable decisions. Her opposite pole 
is Megan Burns as a smart but bashful new 
girl who’s home-schooled in a yurt. This 
is a true ensemble piece, though, without 
a weak link in the cast. 

The real weak link is DeLappe’s over¬ 
reliance on heavily teased plot contrivances, 
which create dramatic momentum but lend 
the show a distracting element of artificiality. 
A trick that works better is keeping adult 
characters entirely offstage until “soccer 
mom” Jennifer Blagen enters near the 
show’s conclusion, to deliver a pep talk 
that devastatingly subverts genre cliches. 
The same is true of the entire play; you’ll 
kick yourself if you miss it. S3

“THEY KILLED MY KING 

Composer Davu Sera’s new work 

looks back on his uncle’s vengeful response 

to the Martin Luther King assassination

O n April 4, 1968, shortly after 
the assassination of Dr. Mar¬ 
tin Luther King, 27-year-old 
Clarence C. Underwood III 
announced that he would kill the first white 
man he saw. He was true to his word. As 
25-year-old John Frank Murray climbed 
off a bus in the north Minneapolis projects 
on his way home from work, Underwood 
shot him three times in the head. 

Growing up in those same projects, 
drummer-composer Davu Seru heard whis¬ 
pers about his great-uncle Clarence, whom 
he saw walking around the neighborhood 
during the 1980s. 

This was remarkable—for a variety of rea¬ 
sons. After murdering Murray, Underwood 


pointed his gun at the oncoming police and 
told them to shoot him because somebody 
had killed his King. They spared his life. 

At his trial, Underwood claimed that 
he couldn’t remember shooting Murray, 
but he was convicted of second-degree 
murder and sentenced to 40 years in the 
Stillwater State Prison. He spent one year 
at St. Peter Mental Hospital and served six 
years in Stillwater before being released. 

Most everyone wanted to leave it at that. 
The local papers covered the murder and 
trial, of course, but most people were preoc¬ 
cupied by the news of King’s assassination 
and the rioting that erupted in dozens of 
cities across the country afterward. The 
Glenwood Civic League raised more than 


$1,000 to ensure that Murray’s widow 
could return to the couple’s hometown 
of LaCrosse, Wisconsin. Murray had moved 
to the projects as a show of support for the 
civil rights movement. 

Davu Seru isn’t shy about stating why 
he resurrected the Underwood-Murray 
drama as an 18-minute blues for chamber 
ensemble and woman’s vocal, titled Dead 
King Mother, which will be performed at 
the Capri Theater in north Minneapolis on 
the 50th anniversary of King’s assassina¬ 
tion—and, of course, the Murray murder. 

“I admit I am a sucker for the sensa¬ 
tional—particularly tall tales of bad men 
and anti-heroes wreaking havoc on polite 
society,” he wrote on his blog in late Janu¬ 
ary. “And I know I’m not the only one.” 

But it goes deeper than that. In graduate 
school, Seru searched out the newspaper 
accounts on microfilm at the library to 
flesh out the family’s oral history about 
the uncle who killed a white man. When I 
interviewed him in 2016 for a Star Tribune 
profile, he told me that when he initiated 
conversations with his family members 
more immediately affected by the tragedy, 
“it is still something they don’t like to touch. 
It took their father away and left my aunt 
to raise them.” 

An accomplished musician and author, 
and a professor of literature at Metro State 
University, Seru is bilingually fluent in 
the often conflicting codes and underly¬ 
ing attitudes that demarcate black and 
white culture in America, particularly in 
the Twin Cities. When he refers to himself 
as a “celebrated local black” in the bio on 
his website, the sardonic irony is difficult 
to miss. 

Tackling the racially charged, morally 
abrasive, and inescapably ambiguous reso¬ 
nance of this event was a personal challenge 
to Seru’s artistry. He’d tinkered with frag¬ 
ments of Dead King Mother for a longtime, 
even playing portions of it for an audience 
in France years ago. When he was named 
composer-in-residence at Studio Z, the St.

2017, he got serious about producing some¬ 
thing to be performed in north Minneapolis 
on the 50th anniversary of the day King 
and Murray were killed. 

If you had to label Seru’s music, you’d say 
it was grounded in jazz improvisation and 
the blues, and the richness of Dead King 
Mother courses through both of those por-

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tals. The two workshopped performances 
of the piece at Studio Z in late February 
featured a septet plus a female vocalist. 
(The Capri Theater concert will add at 
least one other instrument.) Seru initially 
makes superb use of the textural variation 
of xylophone and bass clarinet, flute and 
tuba, piano and drum through some swirling 
passages reminiscent of Charles Mingus. 
But the highlights include an aching, sear¬ 
ing blues solo by Omar Abdul Karim on 
fluegelhom that is an emotional centerpiece, 
and some dizzying, sophisticated interplay 
near the conclusion of the piece beneath 
Sarah Greer’s exhortatory vocals in the 
role of Underwood’s wife. It underscores 
the lacing of ambiguity, anguish, and anger. 

After both Studio Z performances, and 
at a preliminary workshop of snippets of 
the piece in January at the venue, Seru 
solicited audience feedback. Relatives 
from both the Underwood and Murray 
families responded. At the Capri, among 
the people onstage guidingthe discussion 
will be longtime black activist Spike Moss, 
who grew up with Clarence Underwood, 
and Seru’s aunt Kelly Hill, Underwood’s 
cousin. Seru also expects that more black 
people will be in the audience at the Capri 
than at Studio Z, which will “hopefully 
mean people won’t be so quiet during the 
gospel and blues passages.” 

He isn’t sure if his great-uncle Richie, 
Clarence Underwood’s younger brother, 
will attend or not. He was with Clar¬ 
ence when news of King’s murder was 
announced. After dropping his gun on 
the floor, Clarence told Richie that the 
revolution was here, and urged him to 
join him. Richie’s father was the one who 
informed him that Clarence had killed 
Murray According to Seru, he told Richie, 
“I wasn’t the best father, but I never raised 
you to end somebody’s life.” 

Seru also wants to “touch each audience 
member enough that they feel implicated.” 
On his blog he noted that “Part of what 
makes this story worth repeating is the way 
that it points to matters that are broadly 
historical—as if to steal itself away from 
those who would own it.” 

Of course owning it is tricky business 
too. “If you are looking for easy outs and 
scapegoats, that’s all built in to the race 
rituals in this society,” Seru says. “There 
are all these racially charged cues, but I 
am looking for people to be more heroic 
and see their way out of that. If white 
people are coming to absolve themselves 
of guilt, they won’t leave as better people.” 

Davu Seru’s sense of ownership shines 
through every facet of Dead King Mother. 
As he intended. The coda to his blogpost 
on the work simply states: “Everybody has 
their own blues to sing. But sometimes 
we’re called to witness on behalf of others. 
That’s my aim in Dead King Mother.” B3
